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Vandeleur Says 


C10 Trying To 


Stop Crop Flow 


Edward D. Vandeleur, sec- 
retary of the state federation 
of labor, who recently com- 
pleted the organization under 
the A. F. of L. of 60,000 can- 


nery workers in northern and cen- 
tral California, warns agricultural 
field workers and cannery workers 
that: 

“The communisti¢ CIO combine 
is attempting to use farm labor as 
an instrument for halting the flow 
of crops to the canneries.” 

Vandeleur points out that this 
would stop the pay envelopes of 
the cannery workers as well as 
those of the field workers. 

In an open letter to the workers 
in both fields of agriculture, Van- 
deleur, after pointing to the gains 
in wages and hours made by the 
cannery workers Says: 

“Having failed miserably in the 
cannery sell-out scheme, the red 
borers are now setting a trap for 
tield workers,” Vandeleur 
charged. “The (CIO) combine’s 
threat is to stop field crops from 
going to canneries, thereby hop- 
ing to throw honest cannery 
workers out of employment. 

“This is a part of their pro- 
gram of destruction of industry 
and the right of honest workers 


to earn a livelihood. It means 
an empty pocketbook for you. 
The cannery workers have pro- 
tected themselves against the 
combine. It is now up to the 
field workers to do the same.” 
Vandeleur charged that the CIO 
is communistic dominated. He 
said: 

“The diabolical attempt of 


John L. Lewis and his henchmen 
to sell out the American labor 
movement to the communists is 
one of the most glaring viola- 
tions of trust in the history of 
mankind. It is apparent that 
communism has an iron grip on 
the CIO. Right here in California 
communist leaders are busy 
keeping reports on the progress 
of their planned program of 
destruction.” 


Large Number of

Reynolds said. 

Several local contractors are em- 
ploying union men at the present 
time and mecting union conditions 
also, reports Said. 


GROCERY CLERKS GET 
SUNDAY CLOSING PACT 


Members of the grocery clerks’ 
union in San Francisco achieved a 
long-sought goal recently when 
agreement was reached with a 
number of stores on closing hours. 
Included in these are the Safeway 
Stores Inc. and the independent 
storés represented in the San Fran- 
cisco retail grocers’ association. 

The union now has some 1500 
members, and under the agreement 
they are beneficiaries of improved 
working conditions, the union shop, 
increased wages, shorter hours. 
The latter feature is all-important 
to the organization, for hereafter 
the stores will close at 7 p.m. 
daily and will not open on Sundays 
or holidays. The new arrangement 
became effective last week.
